The existing b usiness depression will pass, in the course 
of time, like all other disasters. 
Indeed, signs are b eginning 
to appear which indicate that it is already leaving us, slovvlv 
b ut surely. 
But so tar no one seems to have thought very 
much ab out tin prob lems we shall have when the iepression 
is at last over. 
In that connection, a recent report from the Bussell ¡Sage 
Foundation presents some suggestions of considerab le ini 
port&nce. 
It points out, in the first place, that the end of the depres­ 
sion will find us in a reconstruction period 
w hic h will present 
a numb er of difficult prob lems. 
As John M Glenn, general 
director of the Bussell Sage Foundation writes: 
“ W hile no one can tell how long the present depression 
will continue, we know from rather full records of previous 
unemployment periods that the ill effects of the present sit 
uation on individuals and families will In1 felt long after the 
b usiness situation is improved. 
The sooner a community b e­ 
gins to organize to counteract these ill effects, 
the more 
speedy will b e its recovery.” 
And Joanna 
Colcord, who wrote the Foundation’s re 
port, a d d s . 
Long alter factory wheels are again turning, and to the 
average citizen it seems that things nrr b ack to normal, the 
social agencies will b e trying to put together the pieces of 
human lives which have b een shattered b y the disaster. Peo­ 
ple with health of b ody and mind impaired, people whose 
courage and independence have b een undermined, people at 
odds with society, b roken and scattered family groups, will j 
lie long as a heavy b urden resulting from the period <>f un 
employment. 
The need of the social agencies for increased 
pub lic support will b e prolonged far past the period ot acute 
distress. 
An emergency committee should make its plans 
with this fact well in mind.” 
The Foundation then recommends that employment com ­ 
mittees continue their studies of unemployment after the tie 
pression ends. 
For we have a good ileal of unemployment in 
this country even in prosperous times 
seasonal, technolo­ 
gical and otherwise 
ami we have never yet made any a t­ 
tempt to learn its causes or devise a cure for it.
